With the scheduling of an in- 
formational meeting on “youth 
incentive projects,” interested 
persons in the Ravenswood Ci 
ty School District may be mov- 
ing toward institution of a pro- 
gram of the kind made famous 
in New York State. 

Dr. Walter I. Meyerhof, out- 
going chairman of the Ravens- 
wood Citizen’s Advisory Com- 
mittee, has called a meeting for 
Wednesday, Jan. 31, at 8 p.m. 
in the school board room at 
2160 Euclid Ave., East Palo Al- 
to. 

Meyerhof emphasizes that he 
isn’t acting as a member of the 
committee in arranging the 
meeting. 

Present will be Dr. Paul F. 
Lawrence, dean of counseling, 
Alameda State College, who 
has been active in the study 
and planning of incentive pro- 
grams. 

The Palo Alto Fair Play 
Council originally suggested 
local study of this kind of 
program which is aimed pri- 
marily at intellectual stimu- 
lation of students whose par- 
ents haven’t had the time, 
money or background to help 
their youngsters realize the 
value of education.

Project 43, 


sponsored by 
NSSFNS, began with seventh 
graders in order to catch these 
students before they’re lost, 
Plaut said. 

The project began as an ex- 
periment, focussing on a group 
in New York Junior High No. 
43, which was 45 per cent Ne- 
gro and 40 per cent Puerto Ri- 
can. Some 717 youngsters were 
chosen to participate on the 
basis of intelligence, reading 
and arithmetic tests. 

For this test group, intensive 
counselling was prescribed. A 
psychiatrist, psychologist, and 
psychiatric social worker join- 
ed the school staff on a part- 
time basis. 


The teaching staff was aug- 
mented by two teachers for re- 
medial arithmetic, one foreign 
language instructor and a spe- 
cial teacher for cultural en- 
richment. 

In the Feb. 4, 1960, issue of 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
reporter James Morisseau told 
how the experiment was pro- 
ceeding. 

School officials had con- 
cluded that Project 43 was 
“suecessfully raising the cul- 
tural and educational sights 
of underprivileged pupils,” 
he reported. 

“The program, known offici- 
ally as the Demonstration Gui- 
dance Project, was set up at 
Junior High School 43 and 
George Washington High 
School in Manhattan in 1956 to 
determine if promising pupils 
from low-income backgrounds 
could be stimulated to greater 
interest in their studies and fu- 
ture careers. 

“The most dramatic indica- 
tion cf this suecess came a year 
ago when the Board of Educa- 
tion extended the special gui- 
dance, curriculum and cultur- 
al activities used in the proj- 
ect to 44 schools in five sec- 
tions of the city. 

“The expanded program, 
known as ‘Higher Horizons,’ 
went a step further than Proj- 
ect 43 in that it was aimed at 
stimulating pupils of all levels

Morisseau’s story also report- 
ed that school officials found 
student deportment improved 
greatly, that the high school 
drop-out rate of J.H.S. 43 grad- 
uates dropped sharply, and 
that school attendance began 
to surpass the average for all 
city junior high schools. 

It was in 1959 that the High- 
er Horizons plan, using federal, 
state and city funds totalling 
$1,500,000 a year, went into ef- 
fect in New York City. Up- 
wards of 40,000 children are 
now affected, according to the 
NSSFNS publication. 

The state of New York has 
also moved into this field, ap- 
prepriating $200,000 in match- 
ing funds for school districts 
projects which are screened 
by an appointed advisory com- 
mittee and the state education

The New York State plan 
is called “Project Able.” It 
has the backing and endorse- 
ment of Governor Rockefel- 
ler who said he saw in it “a 
most significant contribu- 
tion to the cultural and in- 
tellectual resources of state 
and nation.” 

According to Time Magazine 
(Nov. 21, 1960), the Ford Foun- 
dation has given $1,000,000 to 
initiate Higher Horizon pro- 
grams in Chicago, Detroit, Mil- 
waukee, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh and St. Louis. 

In addition, projects are now 
going on in Hartford, Indian- 
apolis, Washington, D.C., Bak- 
ersfield, Phoenix, St. Louis and 
San Bernardino. 

The Community Talent

mation from scores of commu- 
nities acress the country. 

There is also talk of a nation- 
wide “Higher Horizons” pro- 
gram.

Elected Officials 
Eye Pay Hikes

San Mateo county’s elected 
officials, long the forgotten 
people on salary schedules, are 
going to come into their own 
if they can be elected this year. 

The salary study made by an 
independent firm has been 
submitted to the board of su- 
pervisors and the picture is 
bright indeed for BIG increases 
—if the board approves. the 
recommendations as it is ex- 
pected to do. 

If all goes well in the next 
few weeks, officials starting 
a new term on January 1, 

1963, will earn between 30 
and 35 per cent more than 
the present schedule. 

County Manager FE. R. Stall- 
ings said local ofticials had 
been “out of line’ for many 
years. The district attorney 
now earns approximately 
$17,000. His chief deputy 
couldn’t get a raise this year 
or he would have passed his 
boss. 

D.A. Keith C. Sorenson will 
receive $21,500 if the proposed 
schedule is adopted. The same 
situation is common in other 
offices. The Civil Service em- 
ployes in top spots are crowd- 
ing the elected officials and it 
has been that way for years 

Another example of the- 
proposed increases calls for 
the sheriff to be raised from 
$13,000-plus to between 
$18,000 and $19,000. 

What brings such big  in- 
creases at one time? We have 
to remember that elected offi- 
cials’ salaries are frozen for 
four years, while all others 
have been getting annual in- 
creases varying from five to 
seven per cent. Of course, 
these new wage schedules 
could bring out a lot of oppo- 
sition for the better paying 
jobs. Could D.A. Sorenson or 
Sheriff Earl B. Whitmore be 
defeated? No one would say 
they can’t but very few hope- 
fuls are willing to take the 
chance. 

There is no question that 
such increases for elected 
officials will spur the Civil 
Service Commission to come 
up with some sizeable boosts 
for some 2000 county em- 
ployes. 

The same can be said for the 
department heads who are not 
elected, including agriculture, 
building supervision, purchas- 
ing, personnel, probation, etc. 
There seems to be no way out 
of a terrific big increase in the 
overall salary budget 

With federal and state em- 
ployes due for five per’ cent 
raises or more, we can not ex- 
pect less for county employes. 
Unions are getting boosts all 
the time; city and school staffs 
will follow. If everything that 
goes up has to come down, 
we've lost the laws of gravity. 

Would you know it? A 
week after the county turned 
its fire fighting duties over 
to the state division of for- 
estry, the county had one of 
its most disastrous forest 
fires in history. 

Something close to 2000 
acres burned over and immedi- 
ately the cry was heard “That 
is the state fire fighting quality 
for you.” This would make you 
think that someone started the 


fire to make the county cffi- 
cials look bad. 

County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings sees the situation entirely 
different. He said without the 
area-wide support of state fire 
fighters the blaze could have 
been much more destructive, 
destroying property other than 
valuable timber. The state sent 
two top men to the fire scene 
to supervise operations as well 
as 110 men and heavy equip- 
ment. 

The county getup as it ex- 
isted when thé state took it 
over Jan, 1 could not pos- 
sibly have coped with the 
raging flames. Fed by 40 to 
50 mile per hour winds, the 
fire was out of control by 
the time it was discovered, 

Dryn had made the trees 
and gr burn like they had 
been doused with an inflam- 
mable fluid. The flames travel- 
ed at a rate of 100 yards a 
minute for a time. 

Let’s not be to critical of the 
state’s fire fighting capabilities 
based on this one very unfor- 
tunate event. Maybe the flames 
just might have spread toward 
the residential area on the bay 
side if it hadn’t been for the 
adequacy of the state system. 

The move to discuss transit 
problems common to San Ma- 
teo and Santa Clara counties 
is getting off to a good start 
much earlier than was expect- 
ed. 

The board of supervisors has 
met with groups from the 
county to the south and while 
the talks are merely back- 
ground, there is no doubt that 
supervisors of both counties 
want to see some action. 

With this area out of the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District, 
talks will be aimed at better 
utilization of present transpor- 
tation facilities as well as 
studying the problem of feed- 
er lines. This was a big ques- 
tion in connection with the 
area plan and it will continue. 
Will we have subsidized bus 
lines, wider and straighter east- 
west freeways, or just let traf- 
fic pile up? Maybe the discus- 
sions will lead to something 


we can afford and still do the 
job.

Dr. Charles Dorsey Armstrong 
A TRIBUTE 


Dr. Charles D. Armstrong died January 11, 1962, ill but two days. Unex- 
pected, unsuspected, sudden and rapid in its action, an embolus wedged itself 
into the main artery to the lungs, stopping the circulation. He did not suffer 
from any form of chronic heart disease. The Menlo Medical Clinic joins his 
wife and family, his many patients and friends in acknowledging this great 
loss to the community and to his profession. 


Dr. Armstrong was action itself. More than any other person, he con- 
ceived the idea of the Menlo Medical Clinic and joined five other physicians 
to open its doors in June, 1948. His energies were directed where his numerous 
abilities were needed: Stanford Medical School, San Mateo County Medical 
Society, Palo Alto Hospital, California State Medical Society, research, Boy 
Scouts. In addition, he found time for tennis, hiking, flying, music. 


He ‘received his B.A. Degree from Stanford, His M.D. Degree from Har- 
vard, Three years of postgraduate training in Internal Medicine were at Stan- 
ford University Hospital in San Francisco. He has taught at Stanford Medical 
School since 1948 and was an Assistant Clinical Professor in Medicine when 
he died. 


He finished four years in the Army Medical Corps with a rank of Major. 


He was certified by the American Board of Internal Medicine, was a fel- 
low of the American College of Physicians, a member of the Society of Experi- 
mental Biology and Medicine, the California Academy of Medicine and of Sigma 
XI honorary scientific society. 


At the Palo Alto Hospital he was Chief of Staff during the difficult tran- 
sition period of moving Stanford Medical School to Palo Alto. He was also a 
staff member of Sequoia Hospital in Redwood City. 


The San Mateo County Medical Society was fortunate to have his services 
on its Board of Directors, his editorship of its journal, and his counsel as dele- 
gate to the California Medical Association. In 1961 he was chairman of the 
section of Internal Medicine of the California Medical Association. He was 
secretary and a member of the Board of Directors of the Palo Alto Medical 
Research Foundation.
